Dr. Dernburg Admits the German 
People Have Failed to 
Make Friends, 


DISCUSSES EXPANSION 
OF GERMAN INDUSTRIES 


Urges Manufacturers to Learn to 
Wri Other Peoples

London, Sept. 4, — Telegraphing 
from Amsterdam, Reuter’s  corre- 
spondent says that on’ his election 
as president of the German Econom- 
ical Association for South and Central 
Americas, formed in Berlin Wednes- 
day with a view to expanding Ger- 
j many's industrial interests cn the 
American continent, Dr, Bernhard 
Dernburg, in a speech of thanks, said: 

“At the present time Germany has 
but few friends in the world. Senti- 
ment in South America is divided and 
the real neutrality of North America 
is doubtful. It is not uninteresting to 
remember that Viscount Haldane 
(then British Lord high chancellor) 
ut Manchester explained to the mer- 
chants that now was their chance to 
snatch from Germany forever com- 
mercial supremacy. 

“Continuance of the war will com- 
pel us to find new openings, for the 
commercial recapture of markets now 
lost will become more difficult. With- 
out coal and iron South America will 
always be dependent upon industrial 
states, Therefore the investing of 
more capital in South America would 
be well worth while with a view to 
gaining lost ground. Besides strength- 


i ening our economical influence it 
f would be important also to obtain the 
; moral influence which hitherto has 

F been greatly underestimated. 

K “We not only have failed to under- 

: stand the sentiment in Southern Am- 
he erica but even that of other peoples, 
ge and therefore find few friends among 
4 the neutrals. This is greatly the 


fault of the Germans, who must learn 
to understand peoples,and to intro- 
duce German achievements in science 
and technics among them with more 
discretion than heretofore. Only too 
often the German merchant shows 
the lack of friendly disposition to- 
ward merchants abroad, which is of 
special weight with the southern peo- 
ples.”
